Mother of Charles E. Crawford, En­ 
ters Eternal Rest at A g e of Seventh- 
Eight—Was One of Earliest Pioneers 


— M a n y Honor Her at Funeral. 


A woman born and rained among the 
blue hillB of Maine, who until b c r last 
d a y s loved

E n g l a n d home of her fathers, b u t who 
•was one of the earlieftt settlers of Cali­ 
fornia, passed a w a y late last S a t u r d a y 
evening in t h e person of Mrs. Annette. 
Snell Crawford, 
mother of Charles

Crawford, m a n a g e r 
of the Covina Or­ 
ange G r o w e r s ' Association. 


Mrs. Crawford was 78 years and four 
months old when d e a t h occurred.

Twenty-five organizations were repre­ 
sented 
at a meeting with the 
Covina 
City 
board 
of 
trustees 
recently 
preparing for a celebration in 
Covina 
on Saturday, October 0, for the purpose 
of 
celebrating 
the 
completion 
of 
the 
new water system, and also to provide 
money for the mess fund of the Covina 
coast artillery boys. 


All 
these 
representatives 
said 
that 
organizations were willing and eager to 
assist in this cause. 
The meeting was 
harmonious, and 
full of ideas for 
the 
success of the coming affair. 


A inesH fund is provided for volunteer 
companies of soldiers for the purpose of 
buying extra things to oat, when 
they 
are actually 
needed, according to 
the 
^discretion of the responsible heads of 
the companies. 
It is not for the pur­ 
pose 6"f buying cakes and pies and fancy 
articles, but is sometimes used t o buy 
a big chunk of fresh pork, or a few doz­ 
ens of eggs, or something of that 
na­ 
ture, .when 
the 
company 
is 
on 
the 
march 
through 
wild 
country, 
and 
is 
being fed on marching rations, 
which 
consist 
principally 
of 
hard 
bread, 
canned corn beef, canned roast beef and 
coffee. 


Regiments and brigades, when on the 
march, cannot carry fresh meats. There 
is no room for such bulky stuff on the 
wagons and trucks, and it would 
not 
keep in condition. 
The simplest things, 
•which will stand rough usage, are all 
that can be taken along with inarching 
troops. 


But the real benefit of the mess fund 
is in having an amount of money handy 
for the taking caro of sick men, au.d 
for the transportation 
of a soldier to 
the bedside of some relative, at a time 
-when ho hiiqself is broke, or nearly so. 
Holdiers almost never have any money 
to upenk of, 
even 
the 
ones 
who 
are 
careful, 
for 
the 
soldier's 
pay 
is 
not 
large. 


There were a number of cases in each 
company 
of 
men 
on 
the 
border 
last 
summer, when the mess fund was util­ 
ized to send a soldier boy home on a 
quick 
cull 
to the 
side 
of 
a 
wife 
or 
mother, or some sick relative. 
In some 
cases, the 
money 
was 
refunded 
aftev 
the soldier returned and was paid, but 
the value of the fund was in the fact 
that 
it was available 
for 
the 
midden 
call, and did not cause n fatal 
delay. 
One soldier who served in the company 
with the writer of this article was sent 
home 
with 
mess-fund 
money, 
reached 
the side of his wife in time to be with 
her in 
her last 
moments, and 
in "ten 
days was back again in the company 
street. 


The use of moss-fund money in buy­ 
ing milk 
for the making of toast 
for 
men who are sick, but who are not sick 
enough to be accepted at the regimen­ 
tal 
hospital, 
is 
a 
valuable 
use, 
and 
saved many a mini last summer 
from 
actually becoming a patient in a base 
hospital. 
Men 
get 
the 
dysentery 
in 
almost every government camp, no mat­ 
ter what 
the wuiitury conditions 
may 


bo. 
There is a camp bacillus that seems 
to invariably make its appearance in a 
now 
camp, and scores of soldiers 
are 
•weakened by dysentery to a point where 
they are obliged to spend days on their 
cots in the tents. 
Such euses, 
unless 
accompanied by very high temperature, 
are not treated as hospital cuses. 
They 
are usually given repeated doses of cas­ 
tor oil, until the disease is checked. 
In 
the meantime there in nothing Cor this

AT ADAMS RANCH 


Denver Man, Now Being Slated by Ad­ 
ministration of Military Postal Work 
in Europe is Visitor Here—Says Un­ 
cle Sam's Soliders Will Get Efficient 
Mail Service Across the Waters.

" O n e of the most important 
matters 
b e a r i n g 
upon t h e morale of troops is 
t h a t of quick, efficient und trustworthy 
mail service to the soldiers in the field," 
said Mr. Daniel this w e e k , d u r i n g a call 
at the Argus 
office. 


" T h o r e is nothing t h a t keeps a sol­ 
dier in better spirits than to maintain 
his mail connections with t h e folks at 
home, and while this is an enormous 
task when millions of men a r e in t h e 
field, it is not an impossible one, and 
will merely call for the extension on a 
large scale of America's wonderful pos­ 
tal system. 
Every 
man in America's 
army will semi a n d receive letters, pack­ 
ages and parcels. I t is the duty of the 
government to strive toward the great­ 
est accuracy, and I have no doubt what­ 
ever but t h a t the postal 
communica­ 
tions, barring accidents a t sea, will bo 
as good between the soldier in Franco 
and the folks ut homo a s if ho was sta­ 
tioned in some enntonmont j n tljd Unit­ 
ed States. 
I t will be our "endeavor to 
bring this 
a b o u t , " 


relating to the question of making knit­ 
ted articles,-Miss Sanborn forwarded to 
him clippings from a published article, 
asking him to clear the atmosphere. H e 
positively states t h a t the programs laid 
down b y t h e Pacific division for t h e 
m a k i n g of knitted articles must be car­ 
ried 
o u t — t h a t t h e articles a r e very 
necessary, and t h a t any rumors to t h e 
contrary should be refuted at once. He 
says: 


" I t is not t h e intention 
t h a t 
these 
sweaters and socks be supplied t o our 
own troops while here in this country. 
The Red Cross 
Commission 
sent to 
France to make investigations for t h e 
American Red Cross, report t h a t 
there 
was a great deal of suffering last year 
among the soldiers and the civilian pop­ 
ulation because of lack of these knitted 
articles. I n order t o prevent this vast 
amount of suffering, nnd also in order 
to b e prepared to furnish these articles 
to our own soldiers who may be on the 
soil of F r a n c e during the cold 
winter 
and in dire need of extra clothing, we 
are endeavoring to create this supply. 


I do not suppose that a single article 
of this large k n i t t i n g 
contract 
will 
reach any one of the soldiers stationed 
in our c a n t o n m e n t s 
or 
mobilization 
camps. 
F u r t h e r m o r e , these local officers 
are not in a position to know the needs 
in France, therefore, as officers, it shows 
exceedingly poor taste for them to make 
such statements. 


We will just have to brace ourselves 
against similar criticisms and others of 
a different type, and be constant in our 
own efforts to do what is asked of us 
by those in a u t h o r i t y . "

CIVILIANS W A R N E D NOT 


TO W E A R U. S. U N I F O R M S 


Tho wearing of uniforms correspond­ 
ing to the army, navy or marine corps 
uniforms by persons not belonging to 
the service is prohibited in a warning 
posted ut the local post office. 


The warning is one issued at Wash­ 
ington and transmitted to the postmas­ 
ter for promulgation here. 


The bulletin states that only members 
of the I'aited State army, the navy und 
the murine corps may wour the uniforms 
and all others ure prohibited from wear­ 
ing the uniform or a n y similar to it, 
lest the similarity might be confounded 
with the reul thing. 


The exceptions to the regulations are 
the national guards, the naval 
militia 
and the Boy Scouts of America. 
There 
are no other exceptions except that for­ 
mer 
members 
of the army, 
navy or 
murine corps, honorably discharged, may 
wear their uniforms. 


Even 
the state 
guards—comprising 
not the national guard, but home guard 
companies under state 
authorization— 
ure not entitled to wear the service su>ts_ 


The regulations were aimed, however, 
not 
uginst 
home 
guards 
and 
similar 
auxiliary 
military 
bodies, but against 
the 
danger 
of 
itnpostery 
und spies. 
Wherefore a heavy penalty is provided 
for violations, being a fine, a jail sen­ 
tence, or both.
